LAID AWAY. 


Causes Rioting. 


New York Police Unable 
to Handle Crowd. 


Started by Employees of 
Hoe Company.

NEW YORK, July 30.—The funeral 
of the late Chief Rabbi Jacob Joseph. 
head of the Orthodox Hebrews of the 
United States, which was held here to- 
day. was the occasion of one of the 
most remarkable demonstrations ever 
witnessed in this city. and led to a col- 
lision between the masses of Jewish 
mourners and the police. The streets 
were packed with thousands of He- 
brews, the stores were generally closed, 
and every point of vantage along the 
route taken by the funeral procession 
to the ‘different synagogues was 
crowded. 


Directly in front of the house where 


the body was laying in state, 100 pa- 
trolmen kept the crowd from the en- 
trance with difficulty. After the serv- 
ices at the house, the body was taken 
to each of the six synagogues on the 
— Side, where brief services were 


When the procession was passing 
the printing press factory of R. Hoe & 
Co. from Grand street on its way to 
the cemetery in Brooklyn, the emplo 
of the factory emptied pails of wa 
from the windows of an upper floor 
upon the spectators massed upon the 
sidewalk. Pail after pail, it is said, 
was emptied on the throng, which 
shouted, and struggled, and stampeded 
in vain to escape. Then overalls and 
clothing soaked in water came down 
from above and even tools, scraps of 

steel, bottles and a dead cat. 

angry populace, most of whom 
were Hebrews, retaliated by throwing 
back into the factory windows the mis- 
siles that fell on them. They also 
gathered stones and sticks, and in a 
few minutes there was scarcely a whole 


of the factory. Then some one in fhe 
factory turned on a hose, and played 
it indiscriminately ali over the — 
procession. At one time, as many as 
five streams were playing on the 
crowds. Drivers of mourning carriages 
whipped up their horses, trampling 
over citizens, and the stronger men. 
trampled women and children under 
f in their efforts to escape. 

The police, in the meantime, had 


clubbing the people right and left. 
They were, however, unable to cope 
with the crowd, and the reserves of 
half a dozen precincts were dis- 
patched to the scene. It was more 
than half an hour before order was 
restored, and the streets in the vicinity 
of the factory cleared. A number of 
arrests were made, among them being 
several employés of the Hoe Com- 


pany. 

Many ple were found about the 
streets bleeding from wounds on their 
heads and other parts of their bodies. 
Ambulances had n summoned in 
the meantime, and three responded. 
The surgeons were kept busy for some 
time dressing the wounds ot the in- 
jured. Several policemen were also in- 
jured, receiving cuts and bruises. Two 
men were taken to the hospital, one of 
them having sustained internal in- 
juries and contusions, and the other a 
sprained leg. Later in the day the 
persons arrested were arraigned in the 
Police Court and fines of $5 and $10 
were imposed in several instances. 

Bad feeling is said to exist between 
some of the employés of the Hoe 
Company and the Hebrews residing in 
the neighborhood, and this is said to 
have been the cause of the trouble. 

Herbert Hoe of the company made a 
statement after the trouble was over, 
in which he says fighting was going 
on in the ranks of the procession as it 
passed the factory; that some of those 
attacked were forced to the door of the 
office, and there the fighting continued, 
while missiles thrown “by the crowd 
broke many windows of the factory. 
Then it was, says Mr. Hoe, that his 
employés tried to drive the assailants 
back by hurling missiles at them, and 
finally turning water on the crowd. 
He added that boys working in the 
factory had been in the habit of jeer- 
ing at the Hebrews, and he had tried 
everything in his power to have the 
practice stopped. even discharging 
boys of whom complaint was made. 

After the riot had been queiled, the 
funeral procession proceeded to Brook- 
lyn, where the y of Rabbi Joseph 
was interred. 

The funeral procession did not reach 
the cemetery, however, without inci- 
dent. As it passed through a Brooklyn 
street some one threw a heavy block 
from the roof of a building into the 
line of mourners. The latter broke 
through the police lines, and tried to 
get into the building.

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Attorney for Governor Immediately 
Asked for an Original Writ of Pro- 
hibition, and Decision on This Petition 
Will Be Handed Down Today. 


{BY DIRECT win TO THE TIMES.! 

SAN FRANCISCO, July 30.—{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] The frantic efforts of 
Gov. Gage and his attorneys to pre 
vent the hearing of the libel sult 
against John D. Spreckels and W. 8. 
Leake from being held in this city re- 
ceived a knockout blow today, when 
the Supreme Court denied an applica- 
tion filed by Attorney A. A. Moore, 
representing the Governor, for a writ 
of supercedeas restraining Police Judge 
Fritz from proceeding with the pre- 
liminary examination, pending the de- 
cision on the appeal from the opinion 
handed down by Superior Judge Sioss. 

The attorneys for the Governor im- 
mediately prepared papers, asking for 
an original writ of prohibition, which 
were presented during the afternoon, 
and taken under advisement. An opin- 
ion in this matter will be rendered to- 
morrow morning, and it is the general 
belief of attorneys that this applica- 
tion also will be denied, as it is based 
on practically the same grounds as the 
original petition. 

The case of the People vs. J. D. 
Spreckels and W. 8. Leake was called 
in Julge Fritz’s court this morning at 
10 o'clock. Attorneys J.-C. Campbell 
and E. F. Preston were present on be- 
half of the defendants, while A. L. 
Boardman, who filed the complaint, 
was also on hand to assist Aast. Dist.- 
Atty. Whiting for the prosecution. An 
understudy for A. A. Moore, the rali- 
road attorney, Gage's counsel, was also 
in court. 


Warden M. C. Aguirre was present, 
and J. A. Aguirre, general overseer of 
San Quentin prison, arrived in court, 
after the proceedings had been ad- 
journed. Two ex-officials of the prison, 
C. Pretzel and J. Edgar, also appeared 
ip court n response to legal summons. 

The understudy for A. A. Moore, the 
railroad ‘attormey, counsel for Gov. 
Gage, played the double role of repre- 
senting the Chief Executive, and the 
friend of the court. When Judge 
Fritz called the case the understu y 
addressed the court, and asked, as a 
representative of 1 for a continu- 
ance on the ground that an appeal had 
been taken from the decision of Su- 
perior Judge Sloss, and that the Su- 
preme Court had been asked to issue 
a writ of supercedeas to stop the hear- 
ing before Judge Fritz, pending the 
result of the appeal to the highest 
court of the State. Later on, Moore's 
underktudy said he did not appear for 
che prescoution, but as a friend of the 

Attorney Campbell! said: “If the mat- 
ter goes over at all, we would like to 
have it go over fox not more than one 
day, because I have been given to un- 
derstand from the Chief Justice that if 
it was necessary we should be given 
an opportunity to be heard upon the 
effect of any appeal, and under their 
decision we are thoroughly satisfied 
an appeal from an order such as was 
rondered yesterday by His Honor, 
Judge Sloss, does not have the effect 
to stay any of the proceedings. And 
we do not wish to place ourselves, nor 
to place Your Honor, in the position of 
being in any way discourteous to the 
Supreme Court. I am inclined to think 
we would have no objection to it go- 
ing over until tomorrow, after the wit- 
nesses are all called and sworn.” 

Assistant District Attorney Whiting 
also announced that everything was 
ready to go ahead as far as the prose- 
cution was concerned. 

Judge Fritz stated that he did not 
desire to act with undue haste. con- 
sidering that the Supreme Court had 
before it an application for a writ 
based on an appeal from Judfge Sloss’ 
decision in dismissing the writ of pro- 
hibition. 

After a slight discussion between the 
court and counsel for both sides, it 
was decided to postpone the hearing of 
evidence until Friday morning at 10 
o'clock.

ALLEGED BOYCOTT. 
FRUIT GROWERS SEEK REMEDY. 
(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.1 

SAN FRANCISCO, July 30.—The 
fruit growers who compose the cor- 
poration known as the Sacramento 
River Cohperators have decided to ap- 
peal to the courts for redress for the 
injury inflicted by the alleged boycott 
enforced against their association by 
the commission merchants of San 
Francisco. A complaint has been pre- 
pared, and will be filled soon, possibly 
tomorrow.

SAN JOSE SCHOOL BOARD. 


REINSTATES TEACHERS.

SAN JOSE, July 30.— The new School 
Board, recently appointed by Mayor 
Worswick, made radical changes in the 
school department tonight. The re- 
cently-deposed eighteen teachers, dis- 
charged by the Martin School Board, 
were reinstate@& In addition, the new 
board abolished the entire kindergar- 
ten system of the department indef- 
initely, thereby throwing nine teach- 
ers and seven janitors out of employ- 
ment. The move also involves the clos- 
ing of the buildings heretofore 
voted to the kindergarten system. 

The board also dropped three teach- 
ers from the High School department, 
the truant officer and the special-read- 
ing teacher of the High School. In all. 
there is accomplished a saving over 
that of last year of over $9000 in salaries. 
There are still more reductions in 
the teaching force to be made, and it 
is believed that when the pruning ef- 
forts of the board are completed the 
city school department will be running 
on a basis at least $15,000 lower than 
that of last year. 

There was much interest manifested 
in the doings of the new board. Over 
two hundred people were congregated 
in the chambers, and at times there 
Was much applause. It was evident 
that the plans adopted by the board 
met with popular approval. Mayor 
Worswick was an interested spectator. 


DOMESTIC REFORM. 
THEME OF W. C. r. U. WORKERS. 
[BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 

PACIFIC GROVE, July 30.—The W. 
C. T. U. Congress of Reform devoted 
its session this afternoon to the sub- 
ject Domestie Reform.” The discus- 
sion was opened by Dr. Dorothea 
Moore of Berkeley in an interesting 
talk on “Work and Problems of the 
Consumers’ League.” The speaker 
gave a brief resumé of the movement 
for the abolition of the sweat-shop 
evil throughout the country, and urged 
that the women of California co- 
operate in this work. | 

Attorney Bradford Webster of San 
Francisco spoke on divorce, primary 
and other causes. Webster held that 
contrary to the general impression, 
divorce is not oh the increase, but he 
held to the belief that a laxity in the 
enforcement of law was responsible 
for much evil. “The liquor habit,” 
said the speaker, “is but a secondary 
cause, due to weakness of character,” 
and asserted that the great primary 
cause of divorce is the improper and 
ill-advised selection of life partners. 

He held that the California divorce 
law was not too lax, and argued in 
favor of a uniform national law gov- 
erning the subject. Webster closed by 
stating that higher education and 
growing reverence for the matrimonial 
state were doing much to alleviate 
the divorce evil. 

Much discussion followed the address 
and several speakers sounded a note 
of warning against a proposed uniform 
divorce law. More stringent laws re- 
garding the qualification of men to se- 
cure a license to marry were advocated 
and the opinion waa freely expressed 
that ministers generally were exercis- 
ing more Giscrimination as to whom 
they should unite in marriage. 

“A Parliamentary Drill,” by. Mrs. 
Helen Harford, president of the Oregon 
. T. U., closed the session, after 
which a reception was held at El Car- 
melo Hotel. At the reception Mrs. G. 
R. Alden (Pansy) read an interesting 
paper on That Other Woman's Son,” 
in which the value of proper home 
training was eloquently set forth.

She rushed to the back room and 
found her daughter lying on the floor, 
bleeding profusely from two wounds 
in the left breast, and the murderer 
standing with a pistol in his hand. 
She rushed out and sent for the po- 
lee, who uickly responded and carried 
the wounded woman from the back to 
the front parlor, where she was placed 
on a sofa. She died fifteen minutes 
after she was shot.

STATEMENT MADE BY SENATOR 
PLATT AT SAGAMORE HILL.

Perfect Harmony Reported to Exist 
Among Republicans in Empire State 
Gov. Odell’s Renomination and Re- 
election Predicted by Senator. 


‘BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.1! 
OYSTER BAY (N. v. July 30.—The 
President will have a solid delegation 
from New York State to the next Re- 
publican National Convention. 

This statement was made this after- 
noon by Senator Thomas C. Platt of 
New York, after a conference with the 
President at Sagamore Hill. Senator 
Platt was accompanied to Mr. Roose- 
velt's country home by Col. George W. 
Dunn of Binghamton, chairman of the 
Republican State Committee of New 
York. The visit to the President was 
by appointment. At 9:30 o’clock in the 
morning Senator Platt and Col. Dunn 
boarded the government yacht Sylph 
at New York, and fifteen minutes later 
the trim little ship was under way for 
Oyster Bay. 

They arrived off the J. West Roose- 
velt landing at 12:38, and were con- 
veyed immediately to the shore in a 
launch. At the landing they were met 
by one of the President’s carriages, 
and driven directly to Sagamore Hill. 
After a cordial welcome by the Presi- 
dent luncheon was announced. Dur- 
ing the two-hours conference which 
ensued, both National and New York 
State politics were discussed. 

The discussion quite naturally revo!- 
ved principally around State affairs. 
Senator Platt briefly, but comprehen- 
sively reviewed the political situation 
in both the National and State fields. 
He already had declared himself to 
be a supporter of Mr. Roosevelt for the 
Presidential nomination in 1904, and 
he expressed the opinion that, barring 
serious contingencies, the President 
would be named to succeed himself. 
It was in this connection that he made 
the statement which is quoted at the 
beginning of this dispatch. Mr. Platt 
assured the President that perfect har- 
mony existed among the leaders, and 
among the rank and file of the Re- 
publfcan party in New York, and that 
without doubt the entire Republican 
ticket would be elected this fall. 

The story that Gov. Odell might re- 
tire trom politics to accept a handsome 
business offer, was adverted to, but 
merely in the form of a denial of its 
authenticity. Gov. Odell has had, it is 
understood, several offers during the 
past year or two to go into business in 
a way particularly Vantageo Zs to him, 
but all of them have been rejected. He 
is a candidate for reéiection, and will 
be nominated in September, it is con- 
fidently stated by nator Platt. 

Shortly after 3 o'clock Senator Platt, 
leaning on the arm of Col. Dunn, de- 
cended the steep flight of steps to the 
J. West Roosevelt landing to take the 
launch for the Slyph. Physically he 
looks stronger and better than he has 
looked for several months. To a repre- 
sentative of the Associated Press he 
said that he felt “very well indeed.” 

In response to inquiries the Senator 
raid that he and Col. Dunn had a very 
pleasant talk with the President. 

“The object of our visit to Saga- 
more Hill.“ 5 ted Col. Dunn, was 
to discuss pending national matters 
with President Roosevelt, and to in- 
form him of the condition of the Re- 
publican party in the Empire State. 
— Interview was entirely satisfac- 
ory.” 

Discussing the political situation in 
New York State, Mr. Platt said: Per- 
fect harmony exists among the lead- 
ers and among the rank and file of 
the Republicah party in New York. 
President Roosevelt will have a solid 
delegation from New York State to 
the next Republican nationel conver- 
tion. He will meet no opposition in 
his own State.“ 

As to his conference with_Mr. Roose- 
ve't. the Senator said: “We dia not 
discuss local appointments with the 
President. Our talk was particularly 
on national and State political cor.1i- 
tions rather than personalities.” 

In response to.other inquiries, Sen- 
ator Platt said, after announcing the 
assumption, of course, that Gov. 04.11 
again would be a candidate: “The 
cardidsates on the State ticket will 
not be decided upon until the Repub- 
lican convention meets at Saratoga 
in September. Of course, the Presi- 
dent has no candidate for Lieutenant- 
Governor. He is urging the claims of 
men.” 

In the brief conversation it was said 
bs Mr. Platt that he understood Gov. 
Odell in a few days would visit the 
President at Sagamore Hill to discuss 
New York affairs. 

An inquiry concerning the political 
future of Lieut.-Gov. Timothy I. 
Woodruff elicited only a shake of the 
head by Mr. Platt, and the brief 
statement that Mr. Woodruff would 
not be chsirman of the Republican 
State Executive Committee.

SAN PEDRO, July 30.—The Harbor 
City was particularly lively yesterday, 
in view of the fact that several promi- 
nent Southern Pacific officials were 
here to consult with the City Trustees 


lative to improvements that corpora- 


n proposes. Residents gathered on 
the streets and discussed the subject 
all day, and filled the Council cham- 
ber in the evening. They went to their 
homes convinced that something very 
unusual is up a sleeve, which, though 
seemingly insignificant; bids fair to 
place San Pedro in the foremost rank 
of the West's seaports. 

Division Superintendent R. H. In- 
gram, Chief Engineer E. L. Swain and 
Tax Agent E. G. Wood of the Sowth- 
ern Pacific arrived in their special car 
in the morning and remained over 
night. They were met by a committee 
from the San Pedro Board of Trade. 
who in turn escorted them around the 
city and arranged for an elaborate 
banquet, which was served in the 
evening. Mr. Ingram was thoroughly 
impressed with the conditions here, 
being quoted as saying that the Espee 
is considering a proposition to build a 
fine bath-house in San Pedro soon, and 
in conjunction maké many important 
changes along the water front, by 
which it hopes to draw considerable of 
the Terminal Island trade to this city. 

San Pedro is well situated for 
this purpose is without doubt, and a 
move in that direction would in all 
probability help the towg wonderfully, 
both from a commercTal and sacial 
standpoint. “I had no idea that theré 
was such a beautiful view to be had 
from this bluff,” said Mr. Ingram, 
when taken to the Plaza. “Why, it’s 
the grandest sight I ever beheld.” The 
others of the party were equally 
pleased and expressed themselves as 
satisfied that the town will develop 
into a large port. 


Superintendent Ingram appeared be- 
fore the trustees at an executive ses- 
sion and it is understood that numerous 
propositions were made whereby the 
Southern Pacific hopes to invest a 
large sum of money here to build up 
the port. It is said that Timm's Point 
will be the site of the new bath-house. 
The tearing down of the pavilion on 
Front street, which now serves no 
purpose other than a roosting place for 
loafers, is said to be under serious con- 
sideration. The railroad company will, 
in all probability, provided this is re- 
moved, beautify the grounds. 

The people seem willing to act in 
harmony with the corporation toward 
the improvement of the town, and 
never before has so much interest been 
manifested in a purely private cor- 
poration. Representative men accord- 
ed the railroad officials a greeting, 
and at the banquet, in the Hotel 
Palms, encouraging addresses were 
made and the glad hand given to 
the officers. Prefaced with few brief re- 
marks, Dr. Gwaltney, resident of the 
Board of Trade, introduced the first 
speaker of the evening, President W. 
W. Baldwin of t' Board of Trustees, 
who said in pari 

“It seems to me that the day has 
come, and this should be a starting 
point in the history of San Pedro. We 
have many grave and important sub- 
jects yet to be considered, and as I 
have tried in the past to do the ut- 
‘most for the betterment of the town, s 
will I assist in the future. Regardless 
of whatever the relations between the 
city of San Pedro“ and the Southern 
Pacific Company have deen in the past, 
we now hope that they may be pleasant 
and reveal much good for both the city 
and that corporation.” 

City Attorney Karr was next on 
the list. He said: 

“When I came to this little city I 
saw men whose hairs had grown gray 
waiting for the boom to start.

It is recognized by members of the 
administration that great care should 
be exercised in legislating for the su- 
pervision and control of corporations. 
Some measure must be devised which 
will makeit possible to curb those cor- 
porations which have evil tendencies 
Without at the same time i.iaking it 
possible for perfectly proper corpora- 
tlons to be hampered in their opera- 
tions. It is recognized that large com- 
binations of capital are needed to 
carry on great enterprises that are un- 
dertaken in these times, and that many 
such combinations are perfectly proper 
and are necessary to the development 
of the natural wealth of the country. 
To reach harmful corporations without 
exposing beneficial ones to danger is 
what is wanted.

APITAL AND LABOR—AND' MR. 
 GOMPERS—III. 


ONE OF THE RADICAL MISTAKES OF 
LABOR ORGANIZATIONS, 
It will probably be conceded by Mr. 


Gompers and those associated with 
him in the direction and management 
of organized unionism that labor or- 
ganizations make some mistakes. To 
err is human—and these organizations 
are made up of human units. We all 
make mistakes—mistakes of judg- 
ment, mistakes of purpose, mistakes 
of achievement. It would be folly to 
set up the claim that the managers 
and the members of laber organiza- 

‘ tons are exempt from the mistakes 
which are common to and inseparable 
from human nature. 


The purpose of this article is to dis- 
cuss, temperately, calmly, in good 
faith and without prejudice, one of 
the mistakes—not all—which, as it 
seems to The Times, are made by the 
managers and the members of trades 
unions. This mistake is fundamental. 
It is the attempt, or purpose, of or- 
ganized unionism to control and 
monopolize the labor to be performed 
in each of the several great lines of 
industry, in which not only trades 
unionists may be engaged, but in 
which *non-unionists may also right- 
fully engage, and from which pursuits 
they have an equal right to gain their 
subsistence. We have become tol- 
erably familiar with denunciations 
of monopoly, for Mr. Gompers 
and his associates have had much 
Jo say in this line on the sub- 
ject. Yet, if they were able to 
carry out their avowed plans to the 
ll measure of achievement at which 
they aim, they would thereby estab- 
lish a more obnoxious and oppressive 
monopoly than any aggregation of 
capital has been able to achieve. 

Can it be argued, with any pretense 
of logical consistency, that monop- 
olies established, or sought to be es- 
tablished, by associated capital are 


lished, or sought to be established, by 


associated labor are right? Shall there 


be one code of moral and statutory 


laws for capital, and another totally 
different code for labor?

By what right, human or divine, 
can a certain number of men, organ- 
ized into trades unions and federa- 
tions of unions, claim ‘the right to 
monopolize the work which is to be 
performed in the several industries in 
which they are skilled, to the exclu- 
sion of equally skilled workmen who, 
for one reason or another, sufficient 
to themselves, decline te unite with 


remain independent, unaffiliated with 
this or that combination, and. un- 
hampered by restrictions and rules 
which to them are objectionable? 
What shadow of justice or right can 
there be for the unionist to say in 
effect to the non-unionist, “You must 
join our organization or we shall 
bring against you our combined 
strength in@fan effort to deprive you 
of the power and privilege of earn- 
ing az honest livelihood?” It is 
equivalent to saying to the independ- 
ent non-union workman, “To hell with 


your claimed rights under the Con- 


stitution and the law!” 

This is in effect what organized 
unionism says to the workman who 
would fain be independent. Will Mr. 
Gompers, or any who assume to speak 
for him, attempt to make a 
logical defense of claims so contrary 
to the spirit of civic freedom—so de- 
structive of the very essence of 
liberty ? 

A number of men may organize 
and by force take possession of a cer- 
tain property or utility. They may 
be able to hold or control it, through 
the power of combination, against the 
wishes of the owners. They may 
compel other men to join them, by 
threats of injury, or promises of re- 
ward, or by cunning appeals to self- 
interest. They may, if they have the 
power, by reason of concerted action 
or audacity, exclude from the benefits 
ot the industry all who refuse to join 
them. But such methods cannot by 
any process of reasoning be justi- 
fied as right. The notion that “might 
makes right” was long ago exploded. 

Among the most common mistakes 
made are the unjust and arbitrary 
rules which unionists establish, or seek 
to establish, in the concerns 
they find employment. Not infre- 
quently these rules and regulations, if 
acceded to, would virtually result in 
taking the management of the business 
out of the hands of the employers and 
transferring it to those of the em- 
ployés. It is, or should be, needless to 
say that no business can be success- 
fully conducted unless the manage- 
ment is in the hands of the owners, who 


,are responsible, financially and mor- 


ally, for its conduct. The success of 
the business depends, to a vital extent, 
upon the ability of the establishment 
to turn out a regular, definite, and 
steady output, at a known cost of 
production, 
Employers take virtually all the 
risks of the business, assuring to the 
employé a definite income in spite of 
the variations of prices and the fluc- 
tuations of supply and demand. As 
they must bear the losses, they are 
justly entitled to a liberal average of 
profits. In these days of strikes and 
boycotts and general industrial per- 
turbation, no business is on a safe 
basis unless the prospective profits 
are large; for no employer can say 
when a strike may be declared, on per- 
haps a most trivial pretext, which

will eat up in a few days the 
profits of months or of years. 

If strikes could be utterly abolished, 
and made hereafter impossible, many 
industries would immediately and im- 
measurably be benefited: to such an 
extent that they could and would at 
once make a liberal advance in the 
wages of their employés. Further- 
more, if strikes and boycotts could be 
at once abolished and made forever 
impossible, the wages paid to union 
laborers would be of far more value 
to them, for they would be able to save 
the large amount now paid out yearly 
for the support of strikes and boy- 
cotts. The benefit to the community, 
by reason of the elimination of these 
disturbing factors of the industrial 
situation, would be immeasurable. for 
a condition of industrial calm would 
at once be established which would 
be in the highest degree conducive to 
industrial prosperity and the progress 
which would result therefrom. : 
The promoters of organized unionism 


attempting too much—of attempting 
more than they have any moral or 
legal right to attempt—the virtual 
regulation and control of the entire 
industrial situation. If they would 
confine their field of effort to the 
planning and carrying out of legiti- 
mate means of benefiting and uplift- 
ing the members of their organiza- 
tions; offering inducements and in- 
centives to the attainment of indi- 
vidual skill in the several trades and 
arts; striving by all proper means to 
render their labor more valuable by 
reason of skill, faithfulness and ef- 
ciency; conceding freely to all other 
men who labor the rights, privileges 
and immunities which they themselves 
enjoy without let or hindrance; obey- 
ing and respecting the laws; and in 
every way conducting themselves as 
good, loyal and patriotic citizens 
should conduct themselves—if the 
labor organizations throughout the 
land would do these things, they 
would become a great and incompar- 
able influence for good, instead of 
being, as they unquestionably are un- 
der present conditions, a source of 
endless contention, of hurtful indus- 
trial strife, and of heavy losses alike 
to employers and employed. These 
organizations have it within their 
power to command, by deserving, the 
respect and good will of the whole 
American people. That they fail to 
attain to this splendid possibility is 
one of their gravest mistakes. 


HE MONROE DOCTRINE. 

It is astonishing how much some 
of these college professors know r 
think they know. Prof. Hart of Har- 
vard, in a lecture at the Chicago Uni- 
versity, told his hearers something 
about the Monroe doctrine. The pro- 
fessor declared that Monroe was not 
the father of the Monroe doctrine, that 
it was solely the work of John 
Quincy Adams, who kept urging 
Monroe to take the step, until he 
yielded. The doctrine, he declared, 
was a “dead letter,“ as the United 
States could not police the whole 
continent. | 
It is certainly quite a little task, 
even for a big country like the 
United States, to look after a territory 
extending from the north pole to 
Terra del Fuego. Still, we have a 
sneaking idea that those steel vessels 
carrying the Stars and Stripes are 
equal to the task of keeping a foreign 
force from landing anywhere on the 
shores of the Western Hemisphere, or, 
at least, of making it exceedingly un- 
pleasant for them while they are do- 
ing so. However, it is not very likely 
that our ability along this line will 
ever be put to the test. The perform- 
ances of Dewey at Manila, and of 
Schley and Sampson at Santiago, were 
valuable object lessons and undoubt- 
edly inspired foreign nations with a 
feeling of respect for the United States 
that will make it unnecessary for us 
to do more than to say “hands off.” 

These college professors undoubtedly 
possess vast wisdom, but there are 
a few things which even they do not 
yet quite understand.

If the word of a well-dregsed, unde- 
monstrative young stfanger, who ap- 
peared about the corridors of the Hol- 
lenbeck Hotel, is worth anything, it 
seems that eastern investigators have 
discovered something in this fair land 
of sunshine, of which even the old 
settlers are ignorant.

per cent. 

The gentieman in question is John 
L. Speres, and he represents here 
an organization of eastern capital. He.

Of course, one could not expect 
the ordinary miner or prospector to 
know much about it, for you never 
stumble over nuggets or see it sparkle 
in the dust. On the contrary, alum- 
mum clay appears to the uniniated 
quite the same as any other old dirt. 
Now that my people have come into 
the field I can confidently assert that 
we are prepared for real business, but 
just how soon, or where, I am not pre- 
pared to say. 

“I know it seems rather foolish to 
speak of such a thing and have it 
spread broadcast by the newspapers, 
but where is the harm? I know where 
the best lands are, I know the steps 
necessary for immedate claim, and no 
matter who makes the first whack I 
think I am quite safe.

THE HUNTERS. 
No Fooling on Unele 
Sam's Reserves. 
Game Laws Strict for 
Deer Season.

Permits Needed and Shotguns 
Barred by Government— 
Fire Danger. 


The game season will open tomorrow, 
and thereafter, for one month, it will 
be lawful to kill male deer, provided 
not more than three are killed by 
one person during the same season. 
Today there will be an exodus of hunt- 
ers from Los Angeles to the mountain 
districta in and out of the United 
States forest reservations, if there 
is not a tragedy as a result of care- 
leas shooting the season will be an ex- 
ception to the general rule. 

The regulations for the protection of 
the forests by the Government were 
never so strict as this year. Each 
year some additional privilege is for- 
bidden all campers and hunters be- 
cause the year before some few have 
abused the privileges accorded them. 
So strict are the regulations this year 
that it behooves hunters and members 
of camping parties to first ascertain 
what the regulations are before going 
into the reservations and there but- 
ting up against a United States of- 


cer in the person of a forest ranger. 


The rangers are clothed with all au- 
thority necessary to enforce those 
regulations, and they are no respectors 
of 


persons. 
Here are a few “don'ts” which camp- 


-ers and hunters will do well to re- 


member, for by doing so they may 
save themselves a deal of trouble, not 
to say financial loss in the payment 
of fines in the United States Courts— 
tribunals which seldom fine lightly: 

Don't attempt to take a shotgun of 
any d ption into a forest reserva- 
tion. Shotguns are barred absolutely 
and such arms will be confiscated by 
the rangers. 

Don't attempt to enter a forest res- 
ervation with either a rifle or revolver 
without having first obtained a permit 
from the forest supervisor. Permits 
must be secured a unless they are 
the rangers will confiscate every fire- 
arm found on the person or in camp. 

Don't start a fire in a forest reserva- 
it—not even for a few 
minutes. It is not contrary to law to 
build a fire in f reservations, but 
if it be a large Gre or if it be left un- 
ble there- 


Don't think that you can sneak in 
a forest reservation with any kind 
firearms and hope to elude the vi 
lance of the rangers. They know en 
person who comes within their terri- 
tory, and if they find you vielating the 
regulations they will enforce them, nao 
matter who you are. y have the 
mighty authority of the United Ftstes 
tovernment behind them. 

Don’t talk back to a ranger in the 
performance of his duty. Don't rerist 
or threaten or show fight. He may 
start a cemetery if it appears really 
necessary for his own protection. 

Don’t attempt to plead you did not 
know you were upon a forest reserva- 
tion. | law presumes that zou know 
the. boundaries of reservations. 

Don’t attempt to sell game of any 
kind. The new game law makes it a 
misdemeanor to offer for sale any 
kind of game. You will ind no game 
in the markets this year. 
| think you can take advantage 


e proviso in the law which ter- 
tnits persons traveling through reserva- 
tions to bear arms. So ong as you 
remain on beaten trails or reads you 
will be safe, but if you get off the 
reads your arms may be confiscated.

Forest Reserves are under the super- 
vision of Forest Supervisor E. R. 

s, whose office is in the Potomac 
Nock. Broadway near nd street. 
In response to ua question yesterday as 
to what regulations are being enforced, 
Mr. Thorras produced a copy rent him 
by the Secretary of the Interior, the 
most important paragraph in which 
follows: 

“Any person desiring to curry fire- 
arms of any kind in the forest reserves 
must obtain permit to do so from the 
supervisor of the reserves; such per- 
mit to be granted free of charge, and 
only when sufficient reasons for carry- 


ing the firearms are furnished, und on 


condition that a careful handling of 
the same within the reserve is assured: 
provided, that travelers merely pessing 
through the reserves on the open or 
public highways of travel shall not be 
subject to this requirement, except 
that when seén by forest officers they 
shall be notified not to use the fire- 
arms under circumstances in which it 
would endanger the reserve or conflict 
with legal requirements: Provided 
further, that no permission to carry 
firearms will be granted that will au- 


thorize the carrying of concealed 
weapons in violation of any local 


statute making it a crime\to carry con- 
cealed weapons.” . 
This appiies with eq force to all 


other forest reserves. To obtain per- 
mits for hunting in the San Gabriel 
or San Bernardino reserves, applica- 
tions must de made to Supervisor 
Thomas; for the San Jacinto reserve te 
Supervisor W. C. Bartiett, San Jacinto; 
for the Pine Mountain reserve, in ves 
tura and Santa Barbara counties, to 
Supervisor Willis M. Slauson, Nord- 
hor. It is not necessary, but best, for 
every member in one party to secure 
an individual permit. Permits 
be issued for one party, but in that 
event it would be weil for each mem- 
ber of a party to ascertain the res- 
dence of the ranger in the particular 
locality in which they desire to hunt, 
and have him understand that they are 
all meluded in the one permit. The 
permits are issued on the 
conditions, which are printed on them: 
“First—that no rifie or revolver be 
discharged at or into any living tim- 
ber, natural curiosities, ruins, objects 
of antiquity, or any other public prop- 
erty thereon. 
“Second—That. no violation the 


State or county game laws be prac- - 
ticed 


*Third—That in consideration of this 
permit being given the appiicant will 
carefully compiy with all the rules and 
regulations governing forest reserves, 
being especially careful in selecting 
safe places for camp fires, and seeing 
to it that the same are totally extin- 


‘guighed before leaving. He will assist 


in extinguishing forest fires if burning 
in his vicinity, and will also 
from mutilating or destroying 
growjng timber. 

“Any violation or infringement of the 
above requirements of the rules and 
regulations governing forest reserves 
will subject the party to the penal 
of the law, in such cases provided, an 
will diabar the said applicant from any 
— exercise of the privileges of this 
permit.” 

“The reason shotguns are barred in 
all reservations,” said Supervisor 

mas yesterday, is that by the use 
of certain kinds of wads in leading 
shells there is danger of starting fires. 
It is true that the average breech- 
loading shotgun possesses no danger 
of that kind, but we cannot designate 
what loads a man shall use, and the 
safer plan is to exclude the use of such 
arms. Again, there is no use of 4 
man taking a shotgun into a reserve, 
for the reason that there is now no 
game thére which he can legally kill 
with such a weapon. The quail season 
does not open until October, and un- 
til then a rifle will serve all necessary 
purposes. The system of granting per- 
mite was adopted in order that the 
rangers and supervisors may know just 
what kind of people visit the reserves, 
and all regulations now in force are 
intended only for the better protection 


of the forests."

In most sized places one can 
find a manicure, but the treatment is 
never s0 cheap that a woman does 
not feel it is Wetter economy to do 
it for herself. She may go once in a 
while to a professional manicure, but 
the day by day treatment which a 
hand requires to keep it in good order 
should be done at home. The process 
is easy and easily learned. 

The manicure outfit may be as 
elaborate or as simple as one chooses. 


The various implements may be in sil- 


yer or decorated china or ivory or any- 
thing else of the sort.

HOW TO DO IT. 

Dip the tingers first for two or three 
minutes in warm water to which a 
little soap has been added. As soon 
as the nails are somewhat softened, 
file them around the edges. Do not 
point the nail. This hideous custom is 
happliy out of fashion. Trim or Ale 
away the nail at the corners, round- 
ing these that they may not spread 
the ends of the fingers. With your or- 
ange-wood stick push back the skin 
gently from the base of the nail and 
from the sides, Be careful not to press 
below hard enough to bruise the tender 
new nall that is started there. If the 


skin has fringed out about the base of 


the nail trim it off carefully with the 
curved scissors, taking pains not to cut 
too deep. Many manicures condemn cut- 
ting the cuticle at alk but there are 
times when it is sc ragged that it must 
be done to prevent the skin from tear- 
ing down and making, the finger sore. 
With the scissors trim out hane- 
nails, so-called—the real name is ag- 
nalia—and with the orange-wood sti¢k 
remove any accumulations under the 
nail. If these are stained dip the stick 
in lemon juice or in a little powdered 
pumice and rub this on the spot. Never

should be given to each nail. The wo- 
man who habitually polishes her nails 
will need to do less to reduce them to 
the correct state than the woman who 
has allowed hers to get into a bad con- 
dition. Next wash the hands in soft 
water, dry them, apply the lotion you 
use after washing, and polish the nails 
once more, this time without the pow- 
der. Some manicures simply rub the 
nails at this stage with the palm or 
lower part of the hand. 

With such care as this every few 
days and by watching for defects that 
require looking after the hands can be 
kept in good order. A little pushing 
down ef the skin at the base ef the nat’ 
with the orange-wood stick or with the 
towel after washing. an occasional 
stroke of the file, a few strokes of the 
polisher once a day will do the work. 
It is not so great and mighty a mat- 
ter as persons think who have not been 
in the habit of manicuring themselves. 

FEW HAVE GOOD MOUTHS, 

The mouth is said to be the one fea- 
ture that each human being makes for 
himself or herself. All else. are formed 
by the Creator, but for our mouths we 
alone are responsible. When one looks 
at the women one sees in the cars or 
on the street, one feels that this theory 
removes @ great responsibility from the 
Almighty. Few women have gooc 
mouths. Nearly all of them have worry 
lines about the corners or the down- 
ward droop that indicates discontent 
or peevishness. It is a national char- 
acteristic. Sometimes it is doubtless due 
to pain, but it is none the jess unpleas- 
ing. If women would resolve to cul- 
tivate a pleasant expression and make 
their mouths turn up at the corners 
rather than down, they would do much 
to increase their good looks. 

The mouth should not be neglected 
in the care that is given to the other 
features. The lips should be rubbed at 
night with a good cold cream or with 
glycerin if they have a tendency to 
crack or to chap. The habit of biting 
the lips should be avoided, for it makes 
the lips more likely to chap, and in 
time spoils their shape. Tricks of 
twisting the lips and of making grim- 
.aces should be avoided. These are man- 
nerism common to children and to 
young people, who often resort to them 
elther from embarrassment or from the 
affectation that one finds in boys and 
girls. Sometimes the habit is never 
abandoned. It is never pretty, often ab- 
surd, and is bound sooner or later to 
make lines and alter the cuntour of 
the lips. 


UBING TOOTHPICK IN PUBLIC UN- 
PARDONABLE. 


It ie taken for granted that people 
should keep their teeth clean, but not 
enough persons understand how to do 
it. It is not sufficient to brush the 
teeth well up ani down, as well as side- 
wise, and in between and behind the 
teeth. Dental floss should be used 
to pass between the teeth and a wooden 
toothpick may be employed for the 
same purpose. This use of the tooth- 
p'ck should, of course, be confined to 
the 8 of one’s chamber. The 
well-bred man or woman would ag soon 
make a change of underwear in pub fc 
or brush the teeth there as pick them 
or clean the nalls in the view of others. 

FOR THE TEETH. 

Tooth powders must de used with 

caution unless one knows of what they 


are made. Precipitated chalk is good, 
and it may be perfumed as one 
chooses, There are several excellent 


tooth powders on the market, and chalk 
variously “doctored,” is the basis of 
most of them. It is admirable for the 
teeth. Persons who have trouble with 
softness of the teeth are often advised 
to wash the mouth out night and 
morning with milk of magnesia. It is 
said to have a very good effect upon 
the teeth and gums. It goes without 
saying that the dentist should be vaited 
often enough for the teeth to be kept 
in good order, A sweet breath is a 
joy, a fetid breath an unmitigated 
nu sance. The woman or man who po:. 
esses it should be tabooed society. If 
such an inflicton remains after every- 
thing possible has been done for the 
teeth it probably springs from the di- 
gestion, and a physician should be con- 
su ted. Often the breath may be sweet. 
ened and the teeth helped by washing 
the mouth two or three times qa day in 
water to which hay been adde l a table- 
spoonful of lime water. Tartar can 
oecasionaily be removed from the teeth 
by rubbing them with a stick dipped 
in lemon juice, and a stick dampened 
and dipped in powderel] pumtee is good 
for taking spots from the teeth. 
AND EARS. 

There are a few things that can be 
done to heighten the beauty of the eyes. 
Not by means of resorting to any of 
the harmful prevarations that are ad- 
vertised for the purpose of deepening 
their color enhancing their brilliancy, 
but by common-sense methods. In the 
firet place, the eye should receive 
proper care. It should not be tried and 
made inflamed ant watery by reading 
by an insufficient light. If there is anv 
tendency to inflammat'on the eye shou'd 
be bathed in moderately hot water at 
getting up and at going to bed. The 
ba'l of the eye should be gently 
smoothed from the outer to the inner 
corner to prevent the flattening that 
comes with growing years. The eye- 
brows should be trained and cuitivated. 
A smali stiff brush-—a little tooth brush 
Will answe:r—shouid be used to stroke 
them in the correct direction night and 
morning. This will increase the growth 
| of the hair, and will train the brows 
In the way one wishes them to .go 

Physicians tell us now that if we 
take a child's nose in time it can be 
stroked into a good shape if it has had 
an uneatisfactory form at the outset. 
The child's ears, 100, can have a tend- 
ency to grow “wing and wing’ over- 
come by making the child sleep in a 
cap that binds the ears closely to tho 
head. Grown persons may not be able 
to alter the shapes of their noses, but 
they can correct spreading ears if they 
are willing to undergo the inconven- 
lence and trifling annoyance of wear- 
ing while in bed something similar to 
the tape caps worn by children for 
the same purpose. A large Ill-set car 
is so great a drawback to a woman's 
attractiveness that it seems worth 
while to take so simple a measure as 
this to get rid of it. ae 

THE TINTED NOSE. 

The shape of the nose gives the aver- 
age woman less trouble than the prone- 
ness of that feature to redden at the 
slightest provocation or at no provoca- 
tion at all. Sometimes this ia due to

ROEDER TO BE TRIED.

The Chief stated in substance that 
Capt. Roeder did not appear with his 
company at the fire in the Hayden- 
Lewis building on January 14, but ar- 
rived sometime later; that he failed to 
turn in a second alarm from a fire on 
Carondelet street, and handled it in a 
very bungling manner, which resulted 
in censure for the department in the 
public press; that on June 15 the truck 
went to Seventh and Alvarado streets 
to find Capt. Roeder, who had left the 
house, and that he was not there, and 
the truck was delayed in getting to the 
fire, where it was sorely needed, Capt. 
Roeder arriving on the scene after the 
fire had been extinguished; that on 
June 21, Roeder mismanaged his com- 
pany at a fire so that another com- 
pany came four times the distance, laid 
600 feet of hose and had a stream on 
the fire as soon as engine company 
No. 11; that the captain absents him- 
self from the house without leave, and 
permits his men to do the same; that 

e “water treatment“ has been ap- 
plied for some time, and although the 
captain testified before the commission 
that he knew nothing about it, and if 
it did take place in the house it was 
during his absence, the evidence shows 
that he was about the house, knew of 
it and took a hand in it himself; that 
the engine-house has not been kept 
clean; that Capt. Roeder has little con- 
trol over his men, and that tnsubordi- 
nation .was not aes and a lac 
discipline prevailed. 

Arthur W. Dominguez testified in a 
written statement presented with the 
Chief's charges that while he was with 
engine company No. Ii T. M. Fer- 
nandes chased him two and one-half 
blocks from the engine-house, caught 
him by the neck and dragged him 
back, when he was taken upstairs, 
stripped and placed in the shower 
bath. Th men held the door while 
a fourth vented him from shutting 
off the cold water. Dominguez con- 
tracted a severe cold, and had to quit 
work for six days. He says: “Capt. 
Roeder was in the house all this time, 
took part in the above proceeding, 
made no effort to interfere, and in fact 
was the promoter of the affair.“ 

Domingues aiso testified that mem- 
bers of the company were in the habit 
of leaving the engine-house without 
permission. He also testified that the 
driver of the truck had orders to drive 
to Westlake Park for the captain when 
an alarm came in. 7 

A. J. Springer, driver of hose com- 
pany No. 2, testified that he was com- 
pelled to submit to the water treat-

ILL HEALTH CAUSED SUICIDE.
